It w as 3 o’clock 
in th e afternoon w hen th e m eeting had 
assem bled, and th ere w’ere fully 15,000 
people present. 
The purpose of th e 
m eetin g w as explained as one of pro 
te s t ag ain st recognition of th e Cuban 
governm ent as a belligerent pow er by 
th e U nited S tates senate 
T he sp irit of the crowd took fir?* and 
th e y determ ined to set off for 
the 
U nited S tates consulate. 
The leaders, 
w ho had originated th e m eeting, seem 
to have realized th e 
serious 
conse­ 
quences th a t m ight follow upon a clem 
o n stratio n th a t took th is direction, and 
th ey m ade every effort to dissuade the 
m ob from its purpose. 
B ut th eir u t­ 
m ost efforts were of no avail, and th e 
crowrd set off for the U nited S tates con

T he au th o rities of th e city had by 
th is tim e tak en alarm and a force of 
police was sent to th e consulate. 
The 
excited crowd w as not in tim idated by

In a short tim e stones be

present. 
T he governm ent has issued an order 
prohibiting the various dem onstrations 
w hich have been planned by students. 
T his order is tak en to m ean th a t the 
governm ent does not at all approve of 
the course the popular ard o r has taken, 
and sees in it danger of com plications 
and em barrassm ents for it in its pres­ 
en t delicate situation. It is understood 
th a t the Spanish m in ister in W ashing­ 
ton, Senor Dupuy de Lome, has been 
instructed to m ake diplom atic rep re­ 
sentations to th e U nited States govern­ 
m ent regarding the action of the U nited 
S tates senate. 
The guard about the U nited S tates 
legation, so far as it is seen, consists 
of a -few police, but a force of 150 gen­ 
darm es is k ep t constantly ready in an 
adjacent house in case of any dem on­ 
stratio n being m ade ag ain st the lega­ 
tion.

Senate Resolutions M ay Be Substi­ 
tuted, So That the M atter Can Be 
Disposed of W ithout D elay— M eas­ 
ures of Importance Before the S en ­ 
ate— W ashington N ew s. 


W ashington, M arch 2.—The conspic­ 
uous feature of the house proceedings 
th is week will be in connection w ith 
the Cuban resolutions which the com ­ 
m ittee on foreign affairs reported and 
which are now on the calendar. 
It is 
felt th a t unusual m ethods will be re­ 
quired to get the subject before the 
house. 
Two m ethods are opeft. U nder 
th e rules the first and second M ondays 
of each m onth are suspension 
days. 
To-day, therefore, is one of the days 
w hen the speaker could recognize Mr. 
H itt to m ove the passage of the resolu­ 
tio n s under a suspension of the rules. 
Such a m otion would require a two- 
th ird s m ajority, but it is not believed 
th a t a dozen votes would be recorded in 
opposition. 
Only th irty m inutes’ de­ 
bate on a side would be allow ed if such 
a m otion were made. 
T he o ther way 
would be for the com m ittee on rules to 
bring in a special order. 
The general im pression is th a t the 
form er m ethod w ill be followed. 
The 
fact th a t th e senate resolutions were 
referred to the com m ittee indicates th at 
th e m ajority prefer th e house to the 
senate resolutions, but when the ques­ 
tion comes before the house, unless it is 
by a special order, w hich would cut off 
com m ent, a m otion probably will 
be 
m ade to substitute th e senate resolu­ 
tions. 
The la tte r action would have 
th e advantage of ending the m atter. 
Delay w’ould be a n atu ral incident to 
the passage of a different set of reso­ 
lutions by each house, and the tem per 
of m em bers is enthusiastically in fa­ 
vor of action. 
T here has been some 
talk of m aking the resolutions joint, 
instead of concurrent, in order th a t the 
president m ay be forced to approve or 
reject them , b u t there is no probabili­ 
ty th a t th is change will be made. 
The rem ainder of the w’eek will be 
occupied w ith appropriation bills. The 
legislative bill, w’hich is under consid­ 
eration, will consum e tw o days, pos­ 
sibly m ore, and the postoffice bill will 
probably tak e up the balance of the 
week. 
T he senate w ill pass 
the 
tu ral bill early in the w’eek.

Baltim ore & Ohio Road Confesses Its 
Insolvency. 
B altim ore, Md., M arch 2.—The B alti­ 
more Sc Ohio railroad com pany, one of 
the oldest and m ost extensive tran sp o r­ 
tation system s in the U nited States, has 
confessed its insolvency and gone into 
the hands of receivers. John K. Cowren. 
its president, and Oscar G. M urray, its 
th ird 
vice-president, 
will 
hereafter 
operate it for the benefit of th e credi­ 
tors and bondholders under the direc­ 
tion of th e United States court. 
This 
action was tak en Sunday night and 
w as the im m ediate result of th e failure 
of the directors to negotiate loans to 
provide for interest and o ther paym ents 
due and about to come due. 
The B alti­ 
m ore & Ohio system includes 2,065 miles 
of railw ay, extending into all p arts of 
the country east of 
the 
M ississippi 
river. 
It was one of the first railw ays 
built in the U nited States and for m any 
years was considered the m ost reliable 
and profitable. 
Johns 
H opkins u n i­ 
versity, in th is city, is one of the larg ­ 
est holders of its preferred stock.andthe 
loss of revenue from th a t source will 
be keenly felt by th a t in stitution. 
The 
stock of the com pany is $30,000,000. 
Its 
bonded 
indebtedness, 
according 
to 
Poor’s M anual for 1895, is $75,000,000, 
and its floating debt is thou g h t to be

Every man in 
the two towns has been called to aid 
in the work of saving it. 
Jefferson's 
dam and Baton’s dam in the town of 
Holden, just above, were swept away, 
and with the rush of waters that fol­ 
lowed the four mills in Clinton were 
undermined. 
The citizens of Milford, 
N. H., were summoned by the fire alarm 
to save goods in the stores. 
The $GO,000 steel bridge of S. I). War­ 
ren & Co., at Cumberland Mills, Me., 
was swept away, carrying with it the 
big steel bridge of the Portland & Roch­ 
ester railroad, and the whole mass of 
metal was hurled iipo* 
the Warren 
mills. The damage wall exceed $500,000 
to the mill property alone. The mam­ 
moth steel bridge across the Andro­ 
scoggin. between the cities of Lewiston 
and Auburn, has been seriously weak­ 
ened, and the tracks on both ends were 
cut.
